‘*There are a number of restric- 
tions that farmers need to know 
about,” Mr. Lee said. “First, the 
farmer who agrees to reduce his 
production of cotton in 1957 must 
indicaté an acreage of cropland on 
hie farm thot =I bs sot aside. 
On this acreage the farmers must 
agree that he will not harvest a 
crop from it until December 31, 
1857; he will not permit livestock 
to graze on it until after Decem- 
ber 31, 1597; and he will not 
plant any*crop that can be har- 
vested, before December 31, 1957.” 

Mr. Lee stated that a farmer 
may plant certain protective cov- 
er on the acreage reserve but it 
will have to be a cover that is 
approved by the ASC county com- 
mittee and it cannot be grazed, 
cut for hay, or harvested in any 
way. 

Another restriction Mr. Lee 
mentioned concerns bringing new 
land into cultivation. He said that 
since the whole idea of a pro- 
gram is to reduce the production 
of surplus crops, the Secretary of 
Agriculture has ruled that if a 
farmer signs an agreement to re- 
duce the production of cotton, he 
cannot, without violating his con- 
tract, clean up new ground or 
bring in idle land and produce 
a crop on it in 1957 unless the 
land was classified as cropland at 
the time he signed an agreement. 
In other words he can only crop 
those acres he cropped in 1956 
less the number of acres he puts 
in the acreage reserve. 

Mr. Lee pointed out that March 
1,. 1957 is the last date the county 
committee can enter into agree- 
ments but since the money may 
run out before that time farmers 
who are interested should remem- 
ber that beginning at 8:00 a. m. 
Jauary 28, 1957 this county com- 
mittee wilf begin accepting agree- 
ments. ` 

“We feel farmers are just as 
interested as we are in seeing that 
each cotton farmer gets a fair 
chance in the program,” Mr. Lee 
said. “For that reason we cannot 
accept a single agreement prior to 
that time. It will take us several 
days to train our employees and 
get ready to serve farmers as 
they would have us ‘serve them, 
so please do not ask us to let you 
sign an agreement before the of- 
ficial date.”

It has three basic purposes—to 
encourage an ever-increasing in- 
terest on the part of young Amer- 
icans in teaching as a profession, 
tọ pay tribute to the cõntribu- 
tion of the American teacher 
to our American way of lifs, and 
to increase interest in our schools, 
and school facilities. As such it 
merits and has the ceoperation 
and enthusiastic support of edu- 
eational, civic and business organ- 
izations on both a local and nat- 
tional level. 

The exhibition travels, and is 
exhibited, in two specially design- 
ed railroa cars containing both | 
heating and air conditioning facil- 
ties for the comfort of visitors. 
These cars were donated to the 
exhibition by the Chesapeake and} 
Ohio Railway Company. In each! 
exhibition city, these cars are ex- 
hibited in the railroad station or 
at a convenient station siding, 
much in the same manner as was 
the Freedom Train. 

In fact, Schoolroom Progress 
U. S. A. has been called the sec- 
ond Freedom 'Train—the freedom 
train of Education. It has al- 
ready been seen by hundreds 
of thousands of persons, and it is 
éstimateq that each year more 
than one million Americans will 
have gone through the exhibition.

Here one finds 
the first commercial wrought-iron 
and wood desks, bamboo 
filament light bulbs, an early 
steam radiafor and other ma- 
terials used-in the schools during: 
this period. 

Exhibits of early American 
books, writing implements, and 
other school equipment made or 
used by famous Americans are 
also exhibited in the “old section 
of Schoolroom Progress U. S. A. 
This section of the exhibit is 
truly an historical “museum, on 
wheels.” 

In sharp contract, Schoolroom 
Progress’ U. S. A. exhibits fine 
scheolrooms of today.

Highway commission chairman 
Roy Adams said last week he be- 
lieves gasoline tax revenues could 
fund as much as $70 million in 
additional bonds. 

But a $40 million issue would 
run the state’s highway bonded 
dept up to $125. million, about 
double what it was five years ago. 

The 195g séssion of the Legis- 
lature raised the authorized high- 
way bond debt from $75 million 
to $85 million so that the com 


mission could issue bonds as need- 


ed for matching federal funds un- 
der the new interstate program. 

The first of such bonds—a $25 
million issue—is slated to be re- 
quested next month by the com 
mission. 

The major dbstacle in the way 
of legislative approval of a- sec- 
ondary highway bond issue is the
